(3) The weekly submission of a properly executetfimtion set forth on the reverse side of OpsibRorm WH-347 shall satisfy the requirement fdsraission
of the “Statement of Compliance” required by paapr3.b.(2) of this section.

(4) The falsification of any of the above certificas may subject the contractor or subcontractaivil or criminal prosecution under section 1Qfftitle 18 and
section 231 of title 31 of the United States Code.

2. ltis a condition of this contract, and shallhbede a condition of each subcontract, which timraotor enters into pursuant to this contract, ttheacontractor and any
subcontractor shall not permit any employee, ifigperance of the contract, to work in surroundingsmder conditions which are unsanitary, hazardowgngerous
to his/her health or safety, as determined undestoaction safety and health standards (29 CFR)1@26nulgated by the Secretary of Labor, in acaacdavith
Section 107 of the Contract Work Hours and Safeapn@ards Act (40 U.S.C. 3704).

3. Pursuant to 29 CFR 1926.3, it is a conditiothif contract that the Secretary of Labor or autledr representative thereof, shall have right afyeto any site of
contract performance to inspect or investigatentiadgter of compliance with the construction safety &ealth standards and to carry out the dutigheSecretary
under Section 107 of the Contract Work Hours arfdt$&tandards Act (40 U.S.C.3704).

VIll.  FALSE STATEMENTS CONCERNING HIGHWAY PROJECTS

This provision is applicable to all Federal-aid stoaction contracts and to all related subcontracts

In order to assure high quality and durable contitn in conformity with approved plans and spesifions and a high degree of reliability on stateimeand
representations made by engineers, contractorplistgy and workers on Federal-aid highway projettis essential that all persons concerned wtith fgroject perform
their functions as carefully, thoroughly, and hdlyeas possible. Willful falsification, distortiorgr misrepresentation with respect to any factsteel to the project is a
violation of Federal law. To prevent any misundanging regarding the seriousness of these andasimits, Form FHWA-1022 shall be posted on eaclerBédid
highway project (23 CFR 635) in one or more plagksre it is readily available to all persons conedrwith the project:

18 U.S.C. 1020 reads as follows:

"Whoever, being an officer, agent, or employeehef United States, or of any State or Territorywboever, whether a person, association, firm, epamation,
knowingly makes any false statement, false reptatien, or false report as to the character, quadjiantity, or cost of the material used or taubed, or the quantity or
quality of the work performed or to be performedtt® cost thereof in connection with the submissibplans, maps, specifications, contracts, otsoofconstruction on
any highway or related project submitted for apptde the Secretary of Transportation; or

Whoever knowingly makes any false statement, fedpeesentation, false report or false claim withpeet to the character, quality, quantity, or afsany work
performed or to be performed, or materials furrdsbeto be furnished, in connection with the camdion of any highway or related project approvgdte Secretary of
Transportation; or

Whoever knowingly makes any false statement oefedpresentation as to material fact in any statgnoertificate, or report submitted pursuant tovjgions of the
Federal-aid Roads Act approved July 1, 1916, (3@ 355), as amended and supplemented;

Shall be fined under this title or imprisoned nairmthan 5 years or both."

IX. IMPLEMENTATION OF CLEAN AIR ACT AND FEDERAL WAT ER POLLUTION CONTROL ACT
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This provision is applicable to all Federal-aid stoaction contracts and to all related subcontracts
By submission of this bid/proposal or the executdrthis contract, or subcontract, as approprittte, bidder, proposer, Federal-aid construction reotdr, or
subcontractor, as appropriate, will be deemed e kpulated as follows:

1. That any person who is or will be utilized ir therformance of this contract is not prohibitesfrfrreceiving an award due to a violation of SecB68 of the Clean
Water Act or Section 306 of the Clean Air Act.
